HOSE WHO SAW Tr. 
W. B. Wilshire. president of the 
Wilshire Safe and Scale Company, was 
a witness of the affair. He was walk- 
ing down California street, accompa- 
nied by Clement Bennett. stenogra- , 
pher. “It was about a quarter past 9 
o'clock,” said Wilshire. “Clement Ben- 
nett was with me. AS We were near- 
ing Franklin street we saw Mr. Hell- 
man turn out of Franklin street into 
California. We were about a block 
distant. Mr. Hellman walked leisurciy 
along, and had reached a point on the 
north side of California street directly 
opposite Nolan's stable, when we heard 
two pistol shots in rapid succéssion. 
‘Some one is shooting at Hellman.’ 
said Bennett. Hellman ran away and 
so did all the neighbors. There were 
half a dozen carpenters. working on a 
house and they got out of. the way as 
speedily as possible. At first. it seemed 
probable a free tight had broken out 
among the carpenters. I did not tee 


what way My. Hellman ran. Every- 


thing happened within a few second:. 
We ran down toward the scene of the 
shooting. At this time we were about 
half way across Van Ness avenue. We 

saw the man who had shotat Mr. Hell- 
man.

“That makes no difference,’ 
said 
in this city and cannot hold up my 
head again, and you will have to suf- 
ter with me.“ I he was agi- 
fated and pale and bis eyes had a wild 
glitter that made me - fear his min 
had become ‘unbalanced. At the sam 
time I saw he was taking a _ pistol 
from his pocket. The only thing I had 
with which to defend ~mysclf was a 
heavy walking-stick, and 1 raised this 
to strike down his arm. so he could 
not use his revolver. Quick as a flash 
he dropped his pistol back into his 
pocket and seized: my cane. For fully 
a minute we struggled for the walking- 
stick, and as he was much more pow- 
erful than I amp he took it away from 
me.

| shoulder, as I sped down toward Polk 
Street and saw him getting ready fer 
another shot. The thought flashed 
through my mind that if 1 ran in a 
straight line I would afford a better 
mark for him to shoot at than if I 
changed my course. -So I began to run 
in a zig-zag course and a second later 
he fired again. 

“By the time I reached the corner, of 
Polk there was another pistol shot, but 
the report seemed to me to be less 
sharp. I glanced back and saw the 
unfortunate man lying on the side- 
walk. and I knew he had fired a third 
bullet to end his own life..I went to 
my home to explain what had hap- 
pened to my family... Then 1 came 
down here to the bank. It is ess 
to say I am indeed thankful for my 
escape from the hands of that maniac, 
for such I believe him to be. When I 
saw his pistol I knew I would have to 
ficht for my life. and I did the best [ 
could to defend myself.

NEWS OF HIS ESCAPE. 

The news of Hellman's narrow e 
cape spread like wildtire through bank- 
ing and other business circles. From 
the time the first news was received 
down town until long after banking 
hours a constant stream of Hellman s 


friends poured into the Nevada Bau 


and filled his private offfce, all being 


desirous to congratulate the Dauner 


upon his marrow from d: ath, | 
were Herman Oelriehs, Robert Watt, 
Reuben HI.

Vu tember 31 last, a man called 
at the Nevada Bank and’ tried to cash. 
u draft for $2000.- As the bank had 
been bitten on a spurious check only 
a few weeks before, tho paying teller 
wanted, him to leave the check for 
identification of the druwee's Signa- 
ture. The man refused and quickly 
departed with his check. | 

The matter was turned over to Capt. 
Lees who, from the description, said it 
must be Holland. So he sent Detec- 
tives Whittaker and Flynn to arrest 
Holland, who was taken to the bank 
cashier, Brooks, and Clerk Cavannagh 
said Holland was the man who pre- 
sented the check and then refused to 
leave it, so Holland was taken to Capt. 
Lees’s _ office. There he acted very 
strangely. He refused to tell how he 
made his living, claiming he supported | 
himself n money he got from Chicago 
and an occasional flyer on stocks. The 
effort to identify him as the man who 
presented the check failed, as the 
clerks, when they examined him 
closely; refused to take oath that he 
was the same man, so Lees, who had 
in his safe a large number of forged 
checks passed during the last few 
years, aud who felt morally certain 
that Holland was the forger of these 
spurious drafts, was forced to let the 
prisoner go_and Holland was told by 
some of his fellow stock gamblers’ on 
Pine street that he had a good » 
case against the Nevada Bank an: 
Hellman for false arrest, and he ma e 
a demand on them but they laughed 
at him. ‘Finally his lawyer, ex-Judge 
Levy, drew up a retraction of all the 


charges against Holland, and this doc- | 


ument Was signed by Hellman, Brooks, 
Cavannagh and the two detectives. 
Holland, over his signature declared 
he withdrew all the charges against 
the bank or its officers. What the Ne- 
vada Bank promised to pay for this 
release from legal liability is une>r- 
tain, but some of. Holland’s freud, 
think after the bank got the release it 
failed to put up the coin and that this 
drove Holland insane. He called sev- 
eral times at the bank, but could get 
no satisfaction. His. friend, among 
stock brokers, was Bob Horn, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Stock 
According to Horn, Holland acted in 
a peculiar manner for weeks past. but 
he never had any suspicion that he 
would harm any person, let alone Mr. 
Hellman. who had always treated him 
with the utmost courtesy. 

‘When Holland was searched at the 
hospital, in his pockets were found a 
number of letters.and a memorandum 
hook. containing some written state- 
ments which bear on the case and g

The following letter, addressed to ne l- 


man, was written in the memorandum 
book. It was not dated. “I intended 
to call at your bank in reference to a 
charge of forgery. 1 fully believed 
you were consulted before Mr. Brooks 
identified me to be the man presenting 
the check. Now, Mr. Hellman. you 
told me in plain English a lie. when 
you stated that the bank had made no 
charge against me. Mr. Horn is. my 
witness to that, and I fail to see why 
you should not tell me. the truth and 
I ean find no words for censure. There 
is no satisfaction for a poor man 
against a rich corporation when the 
law has too many loopholes to crawl 
through. To take the law in my own 
hands seems to be my only way. I

Your correspondent had a talk. with 
Capt. Lees today, before the captain 
knew Holland was dead. Lees said be

BAD SEWER WORK DISCOVERED ON

Sewer Inspector Register unearthed a 
bad piece of work on Grand avenue a day 
or two ago. 

The sewer on that avenue, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth streets, is a part of 
the Grand avenue system.

California apleulture as it appeared to my 
unprejudiced eyes. I am yet. voung among 
you, but I have now some observation and 
some knowledge of my own; and, though 
my outlook has been upon one of the m 
discouraging seasons ever known to our 
région, yet I am mere sankume regarding 
the grand future of the ‘beekseping indus- 
try of California; than, I; was one year ago. 
From a careful investigation of the records 
I believe we can count on 4 honéy harvest 
of unrivaled proportions at Jeast three 
years out of five; that we dan safely reckon 
on a good profit two years out of three, 
and if Sur management be wise, we need 
never be under be, necessity of feeding 
our bees. If the past year a. criterion 
our dees can fly every month of the year, 
and gather honey even in the months of 
November, December, January and Fep- 
ruary. Thus the problem of safe wintering 
ia solved. for us by our marvelous climate. 
Warm sunchine and nectar-laden “bloom 
come with as much salubrity-to the bees 
‘as to people and win prove—are prov- 
ing—of bignal service u giving to our fa- 
vored region a reputation that must soon 
crowd out beautifdl yalleys with the best 
citizens ot our country. Certainly, it we 
except Florida, no part of our country, of- 
fers so much to entice the ambitious bee- 
keeper as does our own sunny southland 
of the Golden State. : 
1 believe I have proved, the past: year, 
that bees are a sine qua non to successful 
fruit culture. Southern California is ever 
to be the pomologist’s paradise. . As soon, 
then, as our pomologists know the real 
truth, they will court the presence! of the 
apiarist. Already I find the fruit-growers 
ready to acknowledge that bees are a 
requisite to their best success. Thus, Ca- 
ifornia, more than any other State in our 
country, needs, and must have, the bees. 
This fact will give added 819 
suit. \ : 
The only two drawbacks to’ positive suc- 
cess on the part of the cautious and intelli- 
gent apiarist, as it seems to me, are the two 
diseases, foul brood’’ and dee paralysis.“ 
These are no worse in California than else- 
where, and, as I believe, we have intelli- 
gence among our beekeepers that is un- 
surpassed in any region of the world, we 
need feel no serlous alarm or apprehension 
because of these diseases. Disease finds 
fits. greatest foes in culture and intelli- 
gence, and so these two microbe * 
must suffer a fitful and precarious &xist- 
ence among us. The third disease, new 
bee disease,’’ that invaded our apiaries last 
season, destroying the brood, ff it were not 
caused by insufficient honey to feed the 
brood, réadily succumbed to feeding, and 
so need give us no uneasiness. We may 
then, brother beekeepers, heartily felicitate 
each other in our location, no less than 
‘in our business. We are also to be con- 
gratulated in the fact that we may know in 
afivance what our prospects for the sea- 
son are, and so plan that our cloth and 
garment Shall harmonize. The present win- 
ter of abundant rains insufes à crop: this 
coming season. We know that we shal 
have the nectar-secreting bloom, so that 
our supers will fairly bulge with the rich 
harvest of delicious honey. In the East no 
one can prejudge the season, and so every 
beekeeper must provide a full equipment 
of supplies. ‘which’ he may not need for 


to our pur- 


years. Last winter we knew from the 
scant rainfall that No harvest Was to be 
gathered. We, therefore; lessened our em- 
darrassments by curtailing expenses, aud 
reduced oar loss to the minimum. We re- 
joice then that we are in the region of 
largest harvests, of fewest failures, and 
8 failures give long notice ot intended 

But there is one serious obstacle, but I 
hope not an irrémedial one, to the best 
success in California apiculture. The 
profits are so large, the requi attention 
so slight, the necessary capital and risks 
804 that many people with 
little knowledge and no enthusiasm, se- 
cure bees, locate them in some region of 
safe or other bloom and give them no at- 
: except for a brief season just in 
the time of the honey harvest. In many 
cases as I positively know, the bees are 
not even visited for months, and in case 
of a drouth like that of last season, over 
a year passes by without a alngle examina- 
tion being made. Of course such neglect 
breeds danger. Faul brood may run not, 
as it frequently does, and so the entire 
bee industry of the region. become imper- 
ned. Is this right or just? Is not any 
beekeeper rightly denominated a nuisance 
who gives his bees no care or: attention 
except for a few days. each seasoh? I know 
of apiaries rotten with foul brood that 
were left with no care or examination all 
last season—just the season for, robbing 
and the spread of the malady. One owner 
sent a person of no bee knowledge or ex- 
perience to equalize stores in the autumn. 
Combs nearly’ empty of honey were re- 
moved and set down outside the hive. I 
examined some of these combs, and found 
them reeking with foul brood. A most 
destrable ‘reformation then in our 
fornia apiculture, as I believe, is that 
those unqualified and inqifferent beekeep- 


ers be weeded out of the brotherhood, and 
that every apiary shall have a bee mas- 
ter, as they call them in Europe, Who shall 
be constantly in communigtion with his 
myriad: ot servants... Doubtless this is 
beyond the pale of legislation, but I sin- 
cerely wish that we had some law, moral 
or civil, that would require every apiarist 
to live at or near his bee-yard, and that 
he ‘should give to his bees such frequent

This monument is’ 
intended to be everlasting, and is made the

The government surveys in Southern 
California were begun by Col. Washing 
ton in 1852. The base monument was lo- 
cated upon the summit of San Bernardino 
Mountain. The base line passes just 
north of the city of Los Angeles and 
reaches the ocean in Ventura county. Ow- 
ing to.the roughness of the country Col, 
Washington encountered many obstacles in 
running the base line, but 8 work was 


blackened earth after ‘the stakes have dis- 
appeared. But in California the winter 
rains soon obiiterated.all. traces of mounds 
and pits. Surveyors are also required to 
note all notable objects on or near the 
Nunes, and to take the bearings of all not- 
able objects near the corners which may 
be useful in locatimg these corners if the 
monuments disappear.

veyor. In running the first range line 
west the surveyor begins at a point six 
miles west of the base, which is, the 
southwest corner of a townskfp, and runs 
north six miles, setting stakes at the end 
of each half mile and mile, and then runs 
east to the meridian, then back along the 
same line to the section corner, then 
north another six miles and east again 
the meridian, etc. Theoretically, the 
townships are six miles, and the sections 
one mile square, but in practice there are 
excesses or deficiencies, and the surveyors 
so manipulate as to locate these in the 
tier or half sections on the west and north 
boundary of the townships. 

Starting from the base line and running 
north, it is plain that the distance be- 
tween meridian lines will grow less as 
these lines converge toward the North 
Pole. In running any considerable dis- 
tance, this will result in reducing. the 
size of the townships unless something 
es done to correct it. For ‘this purpose, 
at a distance of twenty-four, thirty or 
thirty-six miles from the base line, stand- 
ard or correction lines are established. 
These in effect are new base lines, aud 
are run from the meridian due east and 
west, the surveyor warking each half mile, 
mile and six miles at the corner of a quar- 
ter section, section or township.
